Former Selectman Sidney P. White con- 
firmed this week that he has agreed to sell 
nearly 20 acres of pastureland at the cor- 
ner of Argilla Road and Andover Street for 
development into condominiums. 

White said yesterday he had signed a 
purchase and sale agreement with 
Wynwood Associates, after being con- 
vinced that they would develop something 
‘“‘that people are going to brag about and 
be very proud of.” 

Such development would require an 
amendment to the town’s zoning law, and 
White is optimistic that the matter could 
come to town meeting in October, before 
his agreement with Wynwood expires at 
the end of 1980. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark noted 
yesterday, however, that the town did 
away with the requirement for a fall 
meeting last year, and that he was not — 
aware at the moment of any issue or 
series of issues that would require a town 
meeting to be called in October. 

Currently, he said, the zoning bylaw 
does not provide for additional multi- 
family construction: all zones where it is 
permitted are full. So, he said, it is not just ¥ 
a question of rezoning one parcel, but an | 
amendment to the bylaw to increase the * 
density of the town. 

He said he was not aware that the ; 
matter had been brought before the plan- 
ning board, and that the implications 
would have to be thoroughly studied. 
There are a number of developers who, 
because of the economy and _ rising cost of 
construction, would like to undertake mul- 
tiple dwelling construction, he said. 

Al Marino of Wynwood Associates said 
yesterday that they are planning about 48 
total units, with three to four buildings in 
each unit. They would be on the order, he 
said, of the much-touted East Street Con- 
dominiums in Lexington, designed by 
Architect Mark. Moore, and Moore’s 
Meriam Estates now being built in Con- 
cord. 

He said they would be conservative and 
in keeping with the community. 
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Revaluation Gets Underway 


i Revaluation, long- awaited or dreaded as 


the case may be, is fast upon the town. 

Eugene S. Tworek, project supervisor 
for the firm that’s going to reassess 
property values at 100 percent fair market 
value, has set up shop in town hall. He’ll 
have men ‘“‘in the field’’ beginning next 
week to gather data that will lead to the 
new figures on which property taxes will 
be based. 

Tworek, representing PRC Jacobs of 
McClean, Va., said this week they’ll begin 
with commercial properties — ap- 
_ proximately 247 of them — and hope to 
move into residential areas by mid- 
August. 

He said field personnel will carrv of- 
ficial identification badges and will be 
registered with the Andover Police 
' Department, the Board of Assessors and 
the firm, all of whom can be contacted for 
verification. Areas where the personnel 
will be working will be announced in ad- 
vance in the TOWNSMAN. 

“It’s really important that people — and 
police — know where we are,’ Tworek 
went on. ‘‘If they get a call from West An- 
dover during the time we’re on Chestnut 
Street. it would perk up their ears as being 
} unusual.”’ 

Tworek said the commercial survey will 
begin on North Main Street near the 
} Lawrence line, and proceed toward An- 
dover Center and on down Route 28 to 
= North Reading. Then, he said, they’ll go 
f=. into the industrial areas — Lowell Junc- 
tion and the Technical Park — picking up 
other businesses that are sprinkled along 
the way.

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Andover’s Inspector of Buildings has 
ruled that a Jenkins Road resident is not 
operating a commercial stable in a 
residential zone, as one of his neighbors 
complained to the selectmen last week — 
a complaint the selectmen first heard two 
years ago. 

That decision will clear the way for 
stable owner Mohammed Khusro of 180- 
182 Jenkins Road to negotiate with An- 
dover and North Reading to sell him 
water, the town manager said Tuesday. 


Arthur J. Gonsalves, Jr., 181 Jenkins 
Road. who lives across the street from 
Khusro next to the Harold Parker State 
Forest, last week charged that Khusro and 
his wife. Nafees, are operating a commer- 
cial stable and riding clinic in a residential 
area without a zoning variance. 

‘This is a zoning violation,’’ Gonsalves 
told the selectmen, ‘‘and I can’t unders- 
tand why you don’t shut him down.”’ 


Gonsalves first brought a complaint 
against Khusro to the selectmen in May, 
1978. He presented the selectrnen last 
Monday night with much the same infor- 
mation he presented them two years ago, 
including copies of a brochure advertising 
dressage clinics at Khusro’s stable, a 
yellow pages listing for the stable under 
the heading ‘‘Riding Academies’, and a 
listing for ‘‘Sunnybrook Farm Dress 
Clinic, 182 Jenkins Road, Andover”’ in the 
August 9 — 27, 1977 Massachusetts Farm 
Bulletin. 

Selectmen Edward Harris and Susan 
Poore last week said they both had believ- 
ed the commercial operation had been 
stopped two years ago. 

Gonsalves came back before the board 


last week after learning that his neighbor . 


was seeking to buy water from North 
Reading. 

Gonsalves alleged that-Khusro has ‘‘con- 
taminated his own well’’ by improper dis- 
posal of horse manure on the property. 

‘He doesn't follow the town’s laws — 
there are numerous violations at his 
property.’ Gonsalves told the selectmen 
last week. ‘‘I don’t think the town should 
go to bat for him to help him get water 
from North Reading.”’ 


But after concluding a recent investiga- 
tion. the building inspector has found that 
Khusro is not in violation of any zoning 
bylaws. Selectman Chairman James 
Abramson told Gonsalves Monday night.

The town is required to prove Khusro 
has the intent of operating a commercial 
establishment, Abramson explained, and 
the building inspector has been unable to 
prove that intent. 

Gonsalves’ packet of information shows 
“corraborating information, but not ab- 
solute proof.’’ the chairman said. 

The town manager added that while 
there may have been problems on 
Khusro’s property in the past, ‘‘as of the 
most recent inspections, compliance with 
zoning bylaws and Board of Health 
regulations has been achieved. 


“Any further action by the town’”’ 
against Khusro would be ‘‘unwarranted,”’ 
Clark said. 

After learning of the building inspec- 
tor’s ruling Monday night, Gonsalves said, 
“I don’t believe what I just heard.”’ 

Abramson told the resident he could 
appeal the decision before the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. Gonsalves, however, 
said he may not pursue the matter. 

“‘T’'ve been fighting this for five years,”’ 
he told the selectmen. ‘‘This just seems 
like the kiss of death as far as I’m con-

cerned. I appreciate all your efforts, but 
Mr. Khusro doesn’t play fair.’’ 


Now that the town has established that 
Khusro is not in violation of zoning bylaws 


or health regulations, the town will help 
arrange for him to buy water from North 
Reading. Clark said Tuesday. 

“If it is possible to supply water for Mr. 
Khusro through North Reading, and this 
presents no unusual problems for North 
Reading or Andover, we would favor 
that.’ the manager said. ‘‘There is 
nothing to compel either community from 
supplying him with water.’’ 


North Reading has supplied Khusro with 
water in past years, Clark said, but added 
that the service was discontinued after 
difficulties arose. 

Clark said last week that North Reading 
has a policy of selling water to other towns 
for domestic use only, and not for com- 
mercial use. - 

A meeting between Khusro and 
representatives of the two.towns has been 
tentatively scheduled for Aug. 20, Clark 
said.

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central maintenance position would be 
desirable, there are some ‘‘gray areas” 
remaining. Clark said. 

“There are two key issues: who has the 
money. and who has the control?’’ 

Clark explained that if the town and 
schools are to share maintenance respon- 
sibilities and funding. it must be decided 
which department will have the joint 
maintenance funds in its budget, and who 
has the ultimate responsibility for 
authorizing maintenance expenditures. 

Clark added that he and the superinten- 
dent are likely to have different priorities 
for maintenance needs. 

_ The selectmen instructed Clark to meet 
with the school superintendent to ‘‘bang 
out’ a joint policy statement. 

“Find out where you disagree and then 
we'll talk about that.’’ Selectmen Chair- 
man James Abramson told Clark. ‘‘You 
two work out who you think should have 
final authority over central maintenance, 
and then we'll discuss it.”’ 

Town officials hope that by sharing 
maintenance of town and school buildings, 
Andover will not only save money, but im- 
prove building maintenance through 
“curative. preventive, and capital im- 
provement programs,” Clark said. 

‘We are proposing a higher standard of 
maintenance.’ the managersaid. 

Selectman Susan Poore added that the 
town ‘‘has not been maintaining the real 
property of Andover. We need this ap- 
proach to preventive, and curative 
maintenance and capital improvements.”’ 

Poore added that she is confident the 
town and school departments will be able 
to share a central maintenance staff. 

“If we can share central purchasing and 
central services.” she said, using current 
examples of the two departments working 
together. ‘‘there is no reason why we can’t 
have central maintenance.”

The latest sewerage plan for the An- 
dover Country Club subdivision, presented 
by Building Yvon Cormier to the Planning 
Board last week, has prompted the 
selectmen to invite all town staffers and 
board members involved with the develop- 
ment to a joint meeting next Monday. 


‘Maybe we should all get together and 
tell the developer with one voice to get his 
act together,”’ Selectman Chairman 
James Abramson said after hearing of the 
developer's most recent revision. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark said 
the joint meeting, to include the Planning 
Board. Conservation Commission, Board 
of Health and other interested boards and 
committees. ‘‘would be most helpful.” 

Selectman Norma Gammon, liaison to 
the planning board, said she was disturbed 
that developer Yvon Cormier and 
engineers Dana F. Perkins Associates of 
Reading and Lowell have presented the 
planning board with a revised plan for 
sewering the entire 360-acre subdivision. 
The town has already reviewed alter- 
native sewerage plans for the develop- 
ment. she said. 

“My main concern is thetown staff time 
and money being poured into the Andover 
Country Club,’”’ Gammon said. ‘‘What’s 
happening to the rest of Andover? I think 
the people are being shortchanged.”’ 

Abramson said the developer ‘‘seems 
not to have his game plan together. They 
haven't researched this properly. I 
suggest he should get his plan together, 
and that’s the plan the town will look at.’’ 

However. Town Manager Jared S. A. 
Clark told the selectmen that the process 
of receiving subdivision approval is a

“complicated” one. involving several 
boards and departments. 

“This subdivision is the single largest 
development this town has seen in a long 
time.” Clark pointed out. ‘‘It may be some 
time before we see another one this large 
again. — 

The town must maintain a “review 
posture’. the manager said, as it looks at 
each phase of the development and ex- 
plains what it would like to see in the 
development. ‘The process acquires: the 
flavor of negotiation,”’ he explained, ad- 
ding. ‘‘The town does not always speak 
with one voice. ” 

But in negotiation, each party ‘‘puts its 
whole package on the table, and then you 
begin to narrow the issues.’’ said Select- 
man Susan Poore. ‘‘You don’t keep adding 
and adding new things as they seem to be 
doing here.”’ 

The developer by now has had sufficient 
input from town officials to understand 
the town’s desires for the development, 
Abramson said.’and should develop one 
plan. 

“We can’t have a new plan every two 
minutes.’ the chairman said. “The town 
has to be flexible to a point, but too much 
flexibility is costing the staff time. We're 
all tired of seeing different plans.” 


The revised sewerage plan, currently 
being reviewed by the Department of 
Public Works. calls for the subdivision’s 
sewer lines to run through section two of 
the seven sections of the development. 
That section is located off Canterbury 
Street. 

An earlier sewerage plan proposed by 
Cormier called for the sewer lines to run 
under section one, located across Canter- 
bury Street. to tie into the Lowell Street 
sewer main. That proposal received plan- 
ning board approval last year, before Cor- 
mier acquired section two. 

At one time. the developer had also con- 
sidered building a pumping station to 
serve the subdivision, Gammon said. 
Current plans call for the entire subdivi- 
sion. with more than 270 homes, to be 
served by town sewers. 


the developer most recently had 
presented to the selectmen, an alternative 
for sewering the development which 
would require an easement through town 
land in the Hussey’s Brook area. This plan 
would save trees and require less gravel 
removal. the engineers have said. 

Director of Community Planning and 
Development Rhys Kear told the 
selectmen that Cormier is proceeding 
with the current plans because it could 
take as long as a year for him to obtain the 
easement through town land.

White, who said he would like to sub- 
Stitute another word for condominium 
‘that could be a little more appealing,” 
said he has taken several people down to 
Lexington to show them the type of 
development Wynwood is talking about. 

“They're just absolutely beautiful,’’ 
White said. ‘‘They’re more attractive than 
ever I thought a condominium could be.”’ 

He said he hoped people ‘‘who want to 
look ahead would just take time before 
they make a decision and find out what a 
really beautiful proposal this could turn 
out to be.”’ 

He said he would be willing to provide 
transportation back and forth to Lexington 
to view the condominiums.

He also noted the quality of 
developments Wynwood Associates has 
done in Andover in the past 20 years — 
namely Carriage Chase off Lovejoy Road 
and the new Blueberry Hill area. 

While he said two years ago he wanted 
to preserve the land as is, White said he 
has become more realistic. He said he 
knows very well that someday it would 
“cease to be the beautiful hayfield with 
the trees that I love so much up in back.’’ 

He said it was ‘‘very clear that I can have 
something more attractive if I have a say 
in it, compared to what my estate might 
Say in the future.”’ 

He said he wanted to be responsible for 
establishing ‘‘something that’s outstan- 
ding and a memorial to my forefathers in 
the Town of Andover.”’ 

He said Wynwood had agreed to 
preserve the duck pond, in fact it would be 
““beautified, expanded and made available 
to the public under certain circumstances 
— and maintained at no cost to the town. 

He said the 19-plus acres do not include 
the Shriner horse operation farther up 
Argilla Road, but that Wynwood did also 
have an option on some land across Agrilla 
Road from the duck pond. 

He added, however, that his landmark 
house on the corner is ‘‘not for sale.’’ 

White said they had also drafted into the 
agreement a memorial to the first settler 
in his family — Dr. Symonds Baker, who 
came here 200 years ago. 

It will be “‘sort of a memorial park,’’ he 
said. with a plaque that is acceptable to 
the town, himself and the developer, plac- 
ed near the corner of the lot. 

White said that this agreement has been 
in the works for about a year, and that he 
has had several other offers, ‘‘some for

Many of the calls, he said, have been for 
“less desirable’’ uses, ‘‘and I’m referring 
to low income housing.” 

While he admitted to a ‘‘great need and 
worthy need’’ for such, he said he felt this 
land could be used to more advantage to 
the town. 

He said he didn’t know of any other 
parcel in town that measures up to this 
quality. There is water, gas, electricity, 
and sewerage. ‘It has just has everything 
including dry land,’’ he said. 

In no circumstances, he said, would he 
want to “clutter it up.” 

If the town meeting is not held or doesn’t 
render a favorable decision, White said he 
would have to ‘‘entertain other thoughts,’ 
one of which is the sale for single family 
houses such as have been built along 
Dascomb Road. 

White and Marino both mentioned the 
need for ‘‘another form’’ of housing in An- 
dover, for people whose children have left 
home or who no longer want the respon- 
sibility of outside maintenance. 

Marino said he has had many such calls 
from people for whom Wynwood has built 
big houses over the years. He said he hada 
call this week from someone who wants to 
reserve a unit. 

“People come and say they’re in love 
with this town and they don’t want to 
leave,’ he said. ‘Andover hasn’t had 
anything like this cluster housing, and we 
feel the tiome has come.” 

Marino said Wynwood would hope to get 
started in the spring. Jack Fulton, an 
architect. and Doug Wacome are the prin- 
cipals involved for Wynwood.

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Traditionalists Raise The “Pa ° oda’ Root 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Does a Chinese-inspired pagoda roof 
belong atop a junior high school library in 
Andover? 

At least one selectman has answered 
with an emphatic ‘‘no’’, while other 
selectmen and thé town manager said 
Monday night they have received a 
number of complaints against the propos- 
ed design from townspeople. 

Perley F. Gilbert Associates of Lowell, 
architects for the $11.72 school building 
project authorized by 1980 town meeting, 
have designed the pagoda roof for the 
Instructional Materials Center (I.M.C.), 
or library. to be added to West Junior High 
School. 

At a cost of $1,050,000, the new library at 
West wiil be the least expensive portion of 
the three-part school building project. 

The roof design was recently approved 
by the school building committee, after 
Architect Herbert Glassman assured com- 
mittee members that the roof would be 
able to withstand New England winters. 

Glassman told the building committee 
July 17 that the pagoda design was intend- 
ed to preserve the garden atmosphere of 
the West courtyard, where it will be built 


and connected to the school with two glass ~ 


corridors. 

But Selectman Edward Harris said 
Monday that he is personally opposed to 
the design: ‘It doesn’t fit in with the 
building to which it is being attached in 
any way. shape or form,’’ he explained. 
“It will probably project above the ex- 
isting building, giving a very peculiar im- 
pression. 

‘In the future.’’ Harris predicted, ‘‘peo- 
ple will look at this and say, where in the 
name of God did that come from?’’ 

Selectman Norma Gammon said she has 
received a number of telephone calls tell- 


ing her the selectmen should ‘‘not allow 
this to happen.” 

“But they don't realize they will have to 
take this up with the school building com- 
mittee. and not the selectmen,’’ Gammon 
said. 

Selectman Susan Poore also emphasized 
that the building committee ‘‘is the chief 
honcho on this.”’ 

However. Harris said he felt some 
responsibility for the school design 
because ‘‘I have to sign the bonds, among 
other things. I have to guarantee that the 
money (appropriated by town meeting) 
will be used in certain ways — I am 
somewhat responsible for the plans and I 
refuse to renege on that responsibility.” 

Harris said that with its ‘‘oriental cast,”’ 
the library design would be more suitable 
for California than Massachusetts. 

‘People have been saying, What are we 
doing with a pagoda in New England?” 
Poore added. ‘‘But the design of the ex- 
isting building at West isn’t exactly New 
England either — it's a string of boxes 
with flat roofs -- it’s a non-style. 

‘My concern,”’ Poore said, ‘‘is that the 
snow load of the roof be acceptable.”’ 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark agreed 
that the structural strength of the roof is 
important. ‘‘The design should be of suf- 
ficient structural strength and integrity to 
make sure that it will not be a leaky roof,”’ 
he said. 

Clark said the town will see that the 
roof. whatever its design, is ‘‘functionally 
correct, and not just satisfactory, so that 
we can make sure we’re not repeating 
past problems at an ongoing expense to 
the town for faulty design and construc- 
tion.”

Architect Finds ‘“‘Gazebo’’ 


Historically 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

It was a joy to see our ‘‘gazebo”’ library 
on your editorial page last week. I say 
‘bravo’ to your textual concern for the 
‘‘uncolonializing’’ of Andover. As an 
architectural historian, I believe your 
editorial may prod the average citizen to 
awareness of the surrounding wealth of 
true historic SLE ALC evident 
throughout the town. 


You question the “‘pagoda’’ design as an 
anomaly in Andover. Quite to the con- 
trary. this building would easily have been 
accepted and appreciated by the people 
who have built the remarkable Federalist, 
Greek Revival, Gothic Revival, and Vic- 
torian buildings which still grace Andover. 
This honesty and diversity is worth preser- 
ving. respecting. and encouraging. 

To put this little building in its proper 
context. let’s look to the first half of the 
19th century which witnessed the opening 
of the China Trade. This forged a link 
between New England and China, and ad- 
vanced the era of the Clipper ships. 


No self-respecting Clipper ship captain’s 
lady could do without her ‘‘Chinoiserie’’. 


A whirlwind building project came to an

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The Timing Is Questionable 


League of Women Voters President Pamela St. John 
provided a studied critique of the planning board to 
selectmen last week, telling them that she felt the 
board was unexperienced and suffering from ‘‘bur- 
nout.”’ 

She has been monitoring the board’s activities for a 
couple of years, she informed selectmen, and indicated 
that there remains only one veteran planner on the 
board, the others all being inexperienced. 

Well, frankly, the timing couldn’t be worse. 

The overall department of community development 
and planning is being examined by the town manager at 
the present time, in an effort to get such problems as 
personality conflicts and direction of town boards and 
commissions resolved. 

For the League of Women Voters to come forth with a 
critique at this time, Seems _ inordinately out of place. 

Now we are fully cognizant that being critical of the 
league is tantamount to being opposed to motherhood 
(no pun intended). 

But for the league to come forth with observations 
about the planning board and the community develop- 
ment department at this time, seems equivalent to 
attempting to get someone to invest in a chair lift on 
Mt. St. Helen’s. 

The fact that there has been considerable turnover on 
the planning board in recent months is recognized by 
Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark. He indicated such in a 
report published in the TOWNSMAN a few weeks ago, 
in assessing the problems inherent in the two-year-old 
Department of Community Development and Planning, 
under which the planning board operates. 

But the manager also said at that time, that while 
there are new members on the board and the whole 
department is new, two years is sufficient time to get 
the problems worked out. 

He therefore had undertaken an assessment of the 
department and its problems, with the promise that 
within a six to eight week time period the difficulties

would be resolved. 

The planning board is a most important agency. We 
would imagine it is a difficult task to attract responsi- 
ble, qualified volunteers to service this agency, which 
provides countless unpaid hours to the town. 

Andover continues to grow and, as such, continues to 
face the problems that go with expansion. While the 
veteran member of the board has only two years ser- 
vice, the remaining members of the board, through 
their willingness to serve, have indicated that they will 
accept the responsibilities placed upon them in examin- 
ing the myriad of plans that seem to be coming before 
them. 

Unlike past boards, which were served by con- 
Sultants, the planners now have a full-time director to 
fall back on and ask for services where necessary. 

We recognize that there are problems in the depart- 
ment. Just as Mrs. St. John and the league does. But, we 
also are cognizant that the town manager is working to 
correct the problems. 


Along with the timing issue, we also wonder why Mrs. 
St. John did not approach the planning board itself, the 
community development director or the town manager, 
with her observations and critique, rather than the 
selectmen. Was the possibility of a wider audience 
before the selectmen the reason for filing the obser- 
vations with them? 


Finally, most of the suggestions which Mrs. St. John 
submitted to selectmen for improvements in the plan- 
ning board and community development department 
are already on the agenda being faced by Town 
Manager Clark. His efforts at the moment are directed 
toward making the entire department more efficient 
and responsive to Andover’s priority item, growth 
management of the town.

The manager. was referring to past 
problems with a leaking roof at the Ban- 
croft school, which Harris called ‘a 
monstrosity.”’ 

The pagoda, Clark pointed out, is used 
throughout China, ‘‘including northern 
China, where the snowfall is heavier than 
it is here.’’ 

He added that whether or not the pagoda 
design is ‘‘aesthetically pleasing’ is a 
matter of ‘‘one’s personal taste.’’ 

But in reply to complaints he has receiv- 
ed that the design is not suitable for An- 
dover because it is not ‘‘colonial’’ Clark 
said that ‘‘oriental imports were very 
much a part of colonial life’’ and as such 
had some influence on architecture in 
colonial times. 

The oriental design might be preferable 
to the architecture of ‘‘a MacDonald’s or 
an A&P or a Gulf station,’”’ Clark added, 
“if that’s what you want to call colonial 
design.”

There are currently ‘26,115 souls in- 
habiting the town of Andover,” the town 
manager told the selectmen Monday 
night, based on the federal government’s 
census taken April 1. 

That would mean an increase of 2,420 
residents since the last census was taken 
10 years ago. 

But a little arithmetic reveals that that 
figure may be in serious error, the direc- 
tor of Community Development and Plan- 
ning said Tuesday. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark 
reported Monday that the census figures 
disagree by less than one percent with the 
town’s population estimates, and 
therefore the town would not appeal the

figure, as it should. 

Instead, his arithmetic turns up 2,240 
people not counted in the total population 
figure, Kear said. 


‘Tam bewildered,’ he said. ‘Something 
has to be wrong.” The director said he in- 
tended to call the census bureau to discuss 
the error. 


On Monday night, Selectman Jerry 
Silverman asked Clark to find out whether 
Andover students who are living at schools 
and colleges out of town as well as Phillips 
Academy students are counted as town 
residents. Including Phillips students 
could add as many as 1,000 to the total pop- 
ulation figure, the selectman said.
